PROGRAMME 


The 127th Annual Meeting of the British Medical 
Association will be held in the McEwan Hall, Edinburgh 
University, on Thursday, July 16, 1959, and will 
continue on Friday, Saturday, and Monday, July 17, 
18, and 20. 

The Joint Annual Meeting with the Canadian Medical 
Association will be held from Saturday, July 18, to 
Friday, July 24, inclusive. The Joint Annual Scientific 
Meeting will be held from Monday, July 20, to Friday. 
July 24, inclusive. 

On the evening of Wednesday, July 15, there will be 
a welcome party for Representatives and their Ladies, 
arranged by the City of Edinburgh Division, to be held 
in the Assembly Club, George Street. (For details of 
the Assembly Club, see below.) 

A combined Dinner for Representatives and their 
Ladies will take place at the Assembly Club on 
Thursday, July 16, followed by a Dance. 

The Association will welcome the members of the 
Canadian Medical Association and their Ladies at an 
evening Reception to be held in the Royal Scottish 
Museum, Chambers Street, on Saturday, July 18. 

The official Religious Service will be held in St. Giles’ 
Cathedral on Sunday, July 19, at 3.30 p.m. The sermon 


will be preached by the Rev. Dr. H. C. Whitley, 
Minister of the High Kirk of Edinburgh.

The Annual Breakfast of the Christian Medical

of the British and Canadian Medical Associations.

TRAVEL RESERVATIONS 

Members are strongly advised to make reservations on 
trains or aircraft to Edinburgh as soon as possible.

HOTEL ACCOMMODATION 


It is now known that some of the accommodation in the 
Hydro Hotel, Peebles, and the Marine Hotel, North 
Berwick, provisionally reserved for Canadians, will not be 
taken up by them. These are first-class hotels, four-star, 
A.A. rating, in well-known holiday resorts some 20 miles 
from Edinburgh, and are particularly suitable for families. 
Anyone, therefore, who has not yet arranged accommoda- 
tion for the time of the Annual Meeting and who wishes to 
stay in these hotels should apply to the Managers as soon 
as possible. As well as there being good roads, remarkably 
free of traffic. to Peebles and North Berwick, there are 
regular diesel-train services to these towns. 

Accommodation at all the main hotels in Edinburgh has 
already been taken up, but there is accommodation still 
available in the smaller hotels, University halls of residence, 
and private houses where Edinburgh Festival visitors are 
accommodated.

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GENERAL MEDICAL COUNCIL 


The General Medical Council met on May 26 with the 
President, Sir DAvip CAMPBELL, in the chair. 


Appointments 


Professor Thomas’ Ferguson, appointed as 
representative of the University of Glasgow for the 
period until January 31, 1961, was introduced by 
Professor W. J. Tulloch and took his seat. 


Notice was also given of the reappointment of the 
following members of Council: Dr. John Gibb McCrie. 
as representative of the University of Sheffield, for the 
period of five years from April 22, 1959; Professor 
Ronald Bramble Green, as representative of the 
University of Durham, for the term of two years from 
May 16, 1959; and Professor Percival John Moir, as 
representative of the University of Leeds, for the period 
of three years from July 1, 1959. 

Referring to the annual examination returns received from 
the licensing bodies, the PRESIDENT said that one feature 
stood out. This was the wide diversity of practice between 
the different licensing bodies both in the arrangement of 
examinations and jn the conditions under which candidates 
were permitted to enter for them. This diversity pervaded 
the entire curriculum from the premedical to the final 
examination. On the whole it was to be welcomed. The 
Council neither attempted nor desired to promote 
uniformity, and the diversity of arrangements revealed in 
the returns stood in clear contrast to the situation in other 
countries, where arrangements for medical education and 
examinations were directly controlled by a central authority. 

The President then described a novel type of legal case 
that had recently been before the courts. Two practitioners 
from overseas, who were in all probability properly entitled 
to be registered, found it inconvenient to produce genuine 
evidence of experience now required for full registration 
and produced instead some documents which were open to 
question, They were subsequently prosecuted and pieaded 
guilty to offences under the Perjury Act, 1911. 

This contains a section which provides that “if any person 
procures, or attempts to procure himself to be registered on any 
Register or Roll kept under or in pursuance of any public general 
Act of Parliament for the time being in force of persons qualified 
by law to practise any vocation or calling, by wilfully making 
or producing or causing to be made or produced either verbally 
or in writing any declaration, certificate, or representation which 
he knows to be false or fraudulent, he shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanour and shall be liable on conviction thereof on 
indictment to imprisonment for any term not exceeding twelve 
months, or to a fine, or to both such imprisonment and fine.” 

This section, said the President, was fully applicable to 
offences concerning the Medical Register, but so far as he 
was aware this was the first occasion since the Act was 
passed in 1911 when an actual prosecution of this kind had 
been instituted under it. 


Under the Medical Act, 1956, it was open to the Council 
to consider the recognition of any medical degrees granted 
in Western Australia. Such degrees would in fact begin to 
be granted at a fairly early date, and for this reason the 
Council had been invited by the University of Western 
Australia to send visitors to see the new medical school of 
the University of Perth. At their meeting in February the 
executive committee decided that Professor Green and the 
President should visit the school in the autumn. They had 
been invited to spend some days in Colombo on the way 
to meet members of the Ceylon Medical Council and to 
see something of the University of Cevlon and its Medical 
School. 

The Medical Council of India celebrated its silver jubilee 
recently, and invited the G.M.C. to send a representative to 
the celebration. Unfortunately, the difficulties of time and 


distance prevented the G.M.C. from doing this, but the 


Executive Committee asked the President to send to the 
Indian Council a message of congratulation, which was as 
follows: 

“T am writing to convey to you as President of the Medical 
Council of India the congratulations of the General Medical 
Council on the occasicn of the Silver Jubilee of the Medical 
Council of India. The General Medical Council takes a special 
pleasure in this event, since the establishment of the Medical 
Council of India was in part the result of representations made 
to the Government of India by the General Medical Council, and 
many of the provisions of the Indian Medical Council Acts 
originated in provisions of the Medical Acts of the United 
Kingdom under which the General Medical Council has 
functioned from 1858 onwards. 

“The twenty-five years which have now elapsed since the 
Medical Council of India was founded have witnessed the 
expansion of medical education in India at an unprecedented rate. 
The duty of ensuring that the standard of professional education 
was maintained during this period of rapid expansion has imposed 
upon the Medical Council of India a difficult and onerous task 
which it has performed with great distinction. My colleagues and 
I desire to convey our best wishes to the Medical Council of 
India for its continued success in the years to come.” 

The President concluded by referring to the G.M.C.’s 
own centenary celebrations last November. Those who 
took part in them were agreed that as a whole it was a great 
and successful occasion. He had thanked the Lord Mayor 
of London for lending them the Mansion House, and the 
Editor of the British Medical Journal for the number 
published to commemorate the centenary. He also expressed 
the Council’s appreciation of the work done by its staff and 
especially by the Registrar, Mr. W. K. Pyke-Lees. 


Financial Statement 


Professor G. A. CLARK, senior treasurer, reported that the 
accounts of the Council and the Branch Councils for 1958 
had been submitted to the Privy Council and laid before 
Parliament. During 1958 income exceeded expenditure by 
£7,000, compared with £1,792 in 1957. The income of the 
General Council had increased from £20,000 in 1957 to 
£25,000 in 1958. The increase was due partly to a larger 
sale of the Medical Register, but particularly to a substantial 
increase in the fees paid by Commonwealth and Colonial 
applicants. Expenditure had decreased from £36,000 to 
£32,000. The English and Scottish Branch Councils showed 
an increased surplus, largely as a result of lower 
contributions required by the central Council. For the same 
reason the Irish Branch Council had a surplus of £507. 


British Pharmacopoeia 


The Chairman of the Pharmacopoeia Committee, Dr. H. 
Guy Dain, presented a formal report on the work which 
had just started on the new British Pharmacopoeia. The 
British Pharmacopoeia Commission’s report also listed 
subjects it was proposed to include in the Addendum to be 
put out next year. Several lists of approved names of 
new substances had been issued. Sales of the British 
Pharmacopoeia totalled 24.730. 


Educational Business 


Professor R. J. BROCKLEHURST submitted the annual 
examination returns, including returns of examinations for 
the diploma in public health. These are in different form 
from previous years. 

The Presipent asked whether the Council should ask 
licensing bodies and medical schools to send a statement of 
their policy on courses of study and examinations, or whether 
members thought that they should wait a little longer. 

Lorp CoHEN suspected that if they did not put a time 
limit, “if my university is representative of other 
universities we shall go on discussing this for a very long 
time, without coming to any conclusion.” He suggested 
giving a specific date. 

Dr. A. TREVOR Jones considered that the date should be 
some time ahead. [It was a very dangerous experiment to 
change the curriculum fundamentally, and they should have 
some time. 
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The PRESIDENT agreed with Lord Cohen. The Council 
might ask for information as to how the licensing bodies 
and schools were getting on. He suggested that by the end 
of March next they ought to be able to give an indication of 
what they were doing. 

The Scottish universities worked under ordinances which 
had the effect of an Act of Parliament and were very 
specific, laying down three terms in anatomy, three in 
physiology, etc. They were well aware that this had 
inhibited changes in Scottish universities, but it had been 
unanimously agreed that there should be a new ordinance 
which would give universities entire freedom of action so 
far as the curriculum was concerned, and that ordinance 
was in draft. “ But in the meantime I think the medical 
schools are hastening very slowly,” concluded Sir David. 
“| think it would be wise to fix a date.” 

Professor R. B. Green thought that might be right but 
hoped that nothing the Council did would suggest that 
schools should do anything but hasten slowly. The 
PRESIDENT agreed, 

Sir ARTHUR THOMSON thought it important to have a date. 
His experience of committees was that they needed a spur. 
The new recommendations had been introduced by the 
Council on the ground that there was need for reform of 
the medical curriculum. He regarded it as urgent. 

The Council agreed to seek statements from licensing 
bodies and schools by the end of March, 1960. 

Dr. MACDONALD CRITCHLEY reported on the special 
examinations held by the Society of Apothecaries in Hong 
Kong. 120 candidates presented themselves. Four failed 
to complete the examination, one of whom committed 
suicide. 73 failed and 43 passed. The Society had been 
asked by the Director of Medical Services of Hong Kong 
to hold a second examination this year. 120 had put their 
names down, of whom half were candidates rejected at 
the last examination. The Society had no intention of 
conducting examinations in Hong Kong after 1960. 

The Council approved the holding of examinations. 
(These special examinations are for doctors and medical 
student refugees who fled to Hong Kong before the Chinese 
communist advance.)

Division within the Profession 


Sir.—With the Cranbrook report already published and 
that of the Royal Commission pending, the medical 
profession is approaching a period of negotiation with the 
Government more important to its future than any since that 
immediately preceding the inception of the National Health 
Service in 1948. Yet looking back over this decade does not 
inspire confidence that Government proposals will prove to 
be immediately acceptable or that we as a profession are 
now organized to resist, or to formulate alternatives in such 
a way as to secure a satisfactory outcome. Already, both 
at the head and periphery of the B.M.A., the chief product 
of activity is appearing as division rather than unity, and 
all the signs are that in the final issue doctors will once again 
be presented with a take-it-or-leave-it situation. 

At the time of passage of future health legislation any 
British Government can count on support from the country 
as a whole, even if it is well known that the electorate is 
divided on the issue. The medical profession, on the other 
hand, is at present organized as was the iate French Fourth 
Republic: variety and division of opinion continue from 
the periphery through to the leadership and its policies. 
Against the powerful and clear-cut policy of our employers 
we can therefore offer only the exposure of our division 
which positively invites them to rule. For a minority like 


that of the doctors to have any hope of success in opposition 
to this power, unity is a prerequisite to successful negotiation. 
If this cannot be displayed from the outset it is idle to cherish 
an idea that disunity in the last resort might exert a more 
effective force through sectional resignations from the Health 
Service. 

How can we avoid catastrophe in the near future and a 
path of steady degradation of our profession beyond? A 
united B.M.A. in 1948 might perhaps have held back 
progress, yet even those who discern that now cannot 
possibly desire a repetition in 1960 of that appalling 
dénouement which results from leadership with no more 
substance or solidarity than a house of cards, There is stili 
time for the medical profession to throw off its lack of 
foresight and political sense, its arrant individualism or 
apathy, and pull itself together in such a way as to enable it 
to advance mainly under its own power. With American 
and Australian doctors largely masters of their own affairs 
why should we remain almost entirely dependent upon our 
Government to refrain from abuse of our weakness as a 
profession, and to choose for us which of our many voices 
represents what is best for us and our patients ? 

The poorly attended Divisional meetings of the B.M.A. 
cannot possibly lead to real representation at Headquarters, 
whether at Tavistock Square or the Annual Representative 
Meeting. Moreover, interposition of a second administrative 
tier between the Divisions and Headquarters, as has been 
suggested, could hardly increase liaison. No: the first 
reform required is overhaul of our representation machinery. 
While local Divisional meetings should be encouraged as an 
arena for debating policy, they have not in practice proved 
adequate collectors and forwarders of opinion. I suggest 
that we retrace our steps back to 1957, when our leaders 
abandoned the questionary and with it any genuine attempt 
to obtain a real mandate for their policy, substituting at 
that time a sort of authoritarian regime with an outward 
appearance of democracy which crumbled at the first strain 
for want of any of the real power that attaches to either 
ideology. Again there will soon be a need to ascertain 
as far as possible what each individual doctor thinks on a 
number of points. Some form of plebiscite should again 
be circulated as holding out the best possible method of 
achieving our end. Then perhaps, after further discussion 
following immediate publication of the results, a further 
plebiscite might be taken if agreement was not achieved. 
Inevitably there would have to be compromise ; but surely 
by this means a policy could be built up from foundations 
that would enable our leaders to pursue it with all the force 
that is derived from really democratic machinery. Such 
a policy would not be subject to the steamrolling tactics 
emanating from the platform at the Annual Representative 
Meeting, nor would it be easily set aside by Parliamentary 
agencies. 

At the moment, a British Government would probably be 
able to pass into law some measure that commanded no 
more than a 10% support from the electors, while the 
medical profession does not appear to be in a position to 
press any policy without agreement of 90% of its member- 
ship. Our enormous potential strength is almost always 
dissipated by premature internecine explosions, Only the 
immediate formation of democratic machinery sufficiently 
respected to demand on occasion suppression of a minority 
opinion can possibly invest our leaders with sufficient 
confidence to defy a Government if need should arise. In 
the more distant future, perhaps, we may hope that these 
leaders will even be elected on a basis of confidence in their 
declared policy and ability to pursue it. It is strange that 
individuals who will fight for a patient’s life to the last 
antibiotic should be so naive and impotent in wielding 
collectively great political power. They can study and 
exploit the natural forces which promote healing while 
their own organization is dying due to ignorance of its 
disease and lack of a regimen that might hold out some 
chance of restoring it to health and strength.—I am, etc.,

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Obstetrics in General Practice 


Sir,—As a result of the recommendations of the Maternity 
Services Committees in Great Britain, interesting situations 
will arise in years to come. 

(1) An assistant keen on obstetrics will find that he is 
limited in the number of posts he can apply for, as a large 
proportion of principals will not be practising obstetrics. 

(2) A junior partner keen on obstetrics may have to give 
up obstetrics or not be off duty if his senior does not 
practise obstetrics. 

(3) After some years it is possible that an ever-increasing 
number of recently qualified doctors will make sure that 
they qualify for being able to satisfy local executive 
councils that they can do obstetrics so that they will have 
more chance of gaining a G.P. appointment. The number 
of obstetric G.P.s will increase ; the number of cases done 
by each O.G.P. will fall, and each obstetric G.P. meeting 
his fellow O.G.P. at the local B.M.A. meeting will ask, 
“Have you done your 20? ” 

My own view about the whole matter ? If a G.P. wishes 
to practise obstetrics he should be allowed to. Just as 
great mistakes are made in other branches of medicine as in 
obstetrics, and no penalty is incurred in the normal course 
of events. But an O.G.P. should guarantee to be present 
(a) at the latter part of stage 1 labour, (b) throughout 
stage 2, (c) throughout stage 3. I don’t think the O.G.P. 
should lie in bed letting the midwife do the work and then 
expect the money. If he is absent from a, b, or c, his fee 
should be reduced accordingly by say, 4, 4, 4, respectively, 
and the midwife be proportionately rewarded.—I am, etc.,

Resident Hospital Staff 


Sir,—The letter of Mr. L. H. G. Moore (Supplement, 
May 9, p. 213) has again brought up the problem of resident 
hospital staff. There are two basic questions to be asked: 
are there too few housemen, or too many jobs? Only 
about three in five of the available pre-registration jobs can 
be filled by newly qualified men from this country. This 
means that the remaining posts must be filled by doctors 
from the Commonwealth and overseas, or by registered 
practitioners, and there are not enough of these either. It 
is obvious that there must be new thinking on the problem. 

There are more housemen now than ever befc and 
there is no reason to doubt that they work as hard as their 
predecessors before the Health Service. The whole trend 
of modern medicine is towards more hospital treatment 
(this may be deprecated by some but remains a fact) and it 
will continue to place a heavier and heavier burden on the 
hospitals. Recently qualified doctors looking for house jobs 
will, in the vast majority of cases, choose the hospital at 
which they think they will get the best instruction and 
experience, all other things being equal. Naturally the 
provincial and smaller hospitals will get fewer applicants 
unless they offer added inducements. These inducements 
could be many, including better working conditions, living 
quarters, perhaps married quarters, better pay, and special 
experience in one subject. 

Here the question might be raised as to whether the 
houseman is an apprentice in training or a fully fledged 
member of the Health Service. His position does not seem 
to be too clear. His pay and conditions appear to make 
him an apprentice, while his responsibilities belie this. If 
he is an apprentice he should receive more organized 
instruction, and, if not, more pay. In the provincial 
hospital he is less likely to get first-class instruction and 
therefore should not be regarded as an apprentice; in a 
teaching hospital he will get excellent instruction and also 
prestige, and perhaps rightly could be considered to be 
serving an apprenticeship. Should there not be a scale of 
payments to housemen related to the responsibility and/or 
desirability of their job? Perhaps hospitals should be 
graded rather like the merit award system for consultants 


and salaries adjusted accordingly—the less desirable jobs 
paying more. A register of hospitals including information 
useful to the intending houseman might be compiled giving 
such facts as number of beds, number and type of house staff, 
amenities, special units, number and type of registrars, how 
often visited by consultant staff, etc. This would help 
housemen in applying for jobs in hospitals unknown to 
them, as the normal reference works include only the names 
of consultant staff and the number of beds, and, in the 
hospital register, such information as to whether there is a 
nursing school and that the laundry is done on the premises. 

Giving housemen in provincial hospitals voiuntary 
exemption from National Service to do a further year or 
two in hospital, as Mr. Moore suggests, might be attractive 
to some, especially those wishing to pursue a specialty. It 
would not provide more than a temporary relief of the 
situation, though, as, theoretically at any rate, National 
Service is due to end soon. The only permanent solution 
must be more basic than that. 

General practitioners should be paid on a sessional basis 
to do essential jobs like casualty duties (the straw that 
breaks many a provincial houseman’s back), working in 
specialist clinics, and looking after acute, and especially 
chronic, beds. The wastage of registrars ought to be 
stopped by the provision of permanent and semi-permanent 
jobs offering better status than the S.H.M.O. grade and 
without its “dead-end” nature. Launching on a hospital 
career ought not to be such an all-or-nothing affair. As 
more and more patients are treated in hospital, and newer 
techniques are evolved, the shortage of hospital resident 
staff will become more acute. The time is coming when the 
whole structure of hospital staffing will have to be reviewed.

Secret Distinction Awards

Are we to understand that young men are more or less 
distinguished merely by virtue of their youth ? And should 
the budding aspirant for these honours (?) make a thorough 
survey of the age construction of all specialties before 
choosing his life’s work ? It would seem that in the 
modern medical jungle distinction is not enough. 

It is sufficient comment on the whole system that I 
should seriously contemplate using a nom-de-plume when 
writing on a subject such as this. However, let justice not 
only be done but be seen to be done, and, though my 
award never materialize, I subscribe myself

N.HLS. Disciplinary Tribunals 


Sir,—It is time that a protest was made against the 
iniquitous system of trying complaints against general 
practitioners. The harassed general practitioner is at the 
mercy of any Tom, Dick, or Harry whose dislike he may be 
unfortunate enough to incur. The decision to proceed with 
a complaint is usually in the hands of a lay chairman, who 
is therefore deciding matters of medical diagnosis and 
treatment. Even when the whole committee is consulted, 
the chairman holds the casting vote. This is as ludicrous a 
situation as would pertain if a doctor was placed in 
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command of a tribunal hearing complaints against lawyers. 
There is, or should be, one system of justice for everybody 
in this country. The public has full access to the legal 
machinery in this country, and in addition there is the added 
safeguard of the General Medical Council. If a doctor 
is accused of failing in his medical ca.z of his patients, then 
he should be entitled to the same legal privileges enjoyed 
by the remainder of the population. Instead he is 
subjected to a humiliating and time-wasting procedure in 
which the scales are weighted heavily against him from the 
start. 

It is my intention, if ever called before one of these 
tribunals, to refuse to have any communication with the 
committee whatsoever. It is perfectly legitimate to do this 
under the N.H.S. Act. In the event of the committee finding 
against me, then I shall, on appeal to the Minister, provide 
full information on my side of the case. In the majority 
of instances these complaints are frivolous. If this 
procedure was adopted by everyone, the Minister would be 
in the position of having to reverse many of the decisions 
of the committee. In this way the proceedings of ihe 
committees would fall into disrepute, and something might 
be done about this unjust and un-British procedure.—I am,

N.H.S. AND £S.D. 


A neatly produced and readable booklet has been sent by 
the B.M.A. to all general practitioners in the Health Service 
explaining the method by which they are paid. It starts 
with an account of those two oases in the desert of medicine 
the Global Pool and the Central Pool, describes what the 
Spens Committee recommended in 1946, what Mr. Justice 
Danckwerts ruled in 1952, and concludes with some 
thoughts on remuneration in the future.
